Vociferous Stokely Carmichael , perennial exponent 
of black extremism, left the United States In December, 

1968, and since that t}me has been studying Pan-African 
ideology at the feet of deposed Ghanaian leader Kwame 
Mkrumah. Pan-Africanism stresses the unification of 
blacks and the establishment of a land base in Africa from 
vhlch to mount black revolution against white society. 

The Pan-African movement under Mkrumah 's leadership, and 
with Carmichael's most eloquent backing, does not allow 
for participation in any form by the hated white whether 
he be radical or racially moderate. 

Indeed, Carmichael, as the foremost exponent 
of the black power movement, publicly resigned from his 
position of Prime Minister of the Black Panther Party in 
July, 1969, over the Black Panther Party's decision to 
enter into a coalition with elements of the radical white 
Mew Left movement. 

At a public appearance at the New Bethel Baptist 
Church, Ninth and 8 Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C., on - 
the evening of April 10, 1970, Carmichael launched a vindic- 
tive attack on the Black Panther Party organization and 
its black-and-whlte-revolut ion-together ideology. Carmichael 
labeled the Black Panther Party's IdetiLogy false and stated 
it is his view blacks are unable to understand or relate 
to it. As if fearful of what might ensue, Carmichael 
called for the cessation of Black Panther Party attacks 
on him, and in defense of his own position, stated that if 
the Black Panther Party organization does not want to join 
him, they should refrain from attacks on his ideology.

Greenville and Cleveland, 
Miss., are towns about 3o miles apart, about loo miles 
northwest of Jackson, Miss., in the Delta area, an area 
with a high Negro concentration.

also showing the BPP in an unfavorable light; he said he 
had contacted Cleveland Chief of Police and obtained 
specific information regarding the NCCF at Cleveland. 

He said he then went down to the location of the NCCF 
headquarters in Cleveland and it appeared that they had 
removed all their signs from this building and were "laying 
low" due to the unfavorable publicity received by the 
group in the Cleveland area from the "Jackson Daily News" 
series .

“The 
Black Panther", published 
by the party's Ministry of 
Information,' Box 2967. Cus- 
tom House. San Francisco. 
The publication has a circu- 
lation of approximately 60.- 
000 copies per week and has 
been distributed in the Mis- 
sissippi Delta recently. 

The Panthers outwardly 
advocate violence and open 
warfare against police. A 
mimeographed publication 
called “Black Panther Par- 
ty Destruction Kit” gives 
advise to members and no- 
tential members on specific 
recommendations on how to 
construct firebombs, whit 
firearms to buv— up to and 
including mortars, cannons 
and grenades. 

While the Panthers seek 
to todoctrina' the wry 
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under Its Breakfast for 
Children * “~Ftngntm . t h e 
Panthers’ history seems to 
indicate a specific appeal to 
the criminal element. 

Some of the Breakfast for 
Children Program activities 
receive fma-cisl stmwt 
from well-meaning Church, 
eovomment and foundation 
funds, as has been revea'ed 
in earlier columns in this 
aeries. 

The presence of the neo- 
phyte Panther Party chap- 
ter in the Cneenville- 
Cleveland area is known to 
local, state and federal au- 
thorities. tt is believed the 
best way to cope with such 
a violence-prone organiza- 
tion is close cooperation be- 
tween concerned citizens . 
and law enforcement au- I 
thorities with the view of j 
letting potential Negro . ! 
members recognize the out- 
fit for whril jl is and In alert 
community leaders of the 
lurking possible violence 
that has characterized Pan- 
ther organizations else- 
where in the nation. 

The he*t policy in coping 
with extremist organizations 
has been firm, successful 
prosecution for criminal vi- 
olalions.

MIAMI — A Black militant 
movement called BAM M, 
whose leader warns "revolu- 
tion Is coming soon in the 
United States,” has put down 
‘roots in Miami 

"Each of our present 30 
members owns at least two 
.weapons and is fully trained 
to service and operate various 
weapons correctly,” boasts 
the young bushy -haired 
leader. 

The youthful members of 
the Black Afro Militant Move- 
ment vow they will put an end 
to “all police harassment and 
all forms of Black oppres- 
jion.*3'his is an almost iden- 
tical philosophy of the revolu- 
tionary Black Panther party, 
founded in Oakland, Calif., 
three yfars ago. , 

BAMM headquarters is Va- 
cated pn the ground floor /f a 
two-slcry apartment building 
in the northwest section of 
Miami. Members call the dis- 
trict The Colony, because of 
its predominantly Black popu- 
lation. 

MOVE ON POLICE 

."One of our first moves will 
be to set up a police review 
board and to put a stop to 
police entering apartments 
and homes in the colony with- 
out proper warrants," said the 
chairman who prefers to be 
called by his new African 
asms — Cetewayo. 

“We do not claim to be 
violent nor nan-violent. We 
will deal with circum^dnces 
as they present themselves," 
he sayl. f .

The Center for Dialogue, 
at 2175 NW 26th St., is un- 
der the Rev. Don Oison'c su- 
pervision. 

The Lutheran minister has

BAMM hopes that this principle 
will save the party from 
destruction no matter how many 
are arrested. 

Whatever tenuous relations 
BAMM had with the police prior 
to the arrest seemed to crumble. 

'”1 told them the next time 
they come to visit BAMM, they 
belter have a warrant." said 
M’Sira. “The moratorium is 
over!” 

Framing the militant posture 
is a set of rules and guidelines 
for the group members calling 
for caution and restraint. No 
BAMM members are allowed to 
can-y weapons, for example, ' 
without the approval of the 
organization’s Minister of 
Defense or his deputy. 

BAMM members are also 
forbidden to have narcotics or 
pot in their possession while 
participating in BAMM activities, 

* and “sets of adventurism that 
might bring jeopardy to the 
organization" are prohibited as 
well. 

These tre basic in the 
preservation of the organization, 
members ‘ explain, a kind of 
acquiescence to the 
establishment in order to 
accomplish ultimate black 
independence. 

One area where BAMM says it 
will not go along even for the 
■ sake of preservation is military 
service.

It is a slow process, M’Sira 
explains, and while BAMM 
moves towards the ultimate 
"revolutionary conscience" it 
seeks to develop “down to earth 
projects that relate to the 
immediate needs of the people." •

The incident outraged BAMM 
members and added to a 
life-long sense of frustration 
with white authority. 

"When you're black in 
America, you’re born in jail,"

but it won’t work!" 

Dressed in BAMM’s uniform 
of blue denim jacket, levis, and 
black turtle-neck, N'Gomane 
waved a finger at empty space, 
slicing away at the white 
establishment. 

“They think they can clip the 
head off the organization, but 
they can clip as many heads as 
they want... it won’t do any 
good." 

A Central Committee 
composed of about half the 
group's members establishes a 
centralized leadership. BAMM 
hopes that this principle will 
save the party from destruction 


Armed Forces,'* according to the 
rules, and M'Sira added that 
members are supposed to refuse 
induction to the military, 
although he said it has never 
come down to that so far. 

M’Sira and the other BAMM 
central committee members who 
had gathered at the Center for 
Dialogue on the day of ' 
Cetewayo’s arrest described 
themselves as "school 
dropouts.” It was apparent that 
much of the “dropping out" had 
been done at the college level. '. 
due to a sense of futility and 
frustration with the white man’s 
educational system. 

One femite BAMM member 
said she had taught freshmen 
English class as a graduate 
student at the University of 
Miami, then rejected the idea of 
teaching because the white 
system perpetuated a false 
picture of the black man and 
, worked towards keeping him ' 
oppressed. * 

M'Sira talked of travels in 
Africa, where for several 


in America. 

But, he siad, one basicT^ 
problem with BAMM or any^^ 
other black movement was the — * 
lack of discipline. 

"We're-tbe most undisciplined 1 
people In the world. We have 
only the feelings inside, which 
make ua highly emotional." 

BAMM’s guidelines reflect the 
necessity for discipline. 

"No party member will 
indulge in any activities alien to . 
BAMM's structure and purpose, > 
unless off duty and out of , 
uniform," one rule reads. 

Other requirements state ! 
BAMM members must be “neat . 
and dean at all times" except 
when this is impossible because 
of work situations. Members are 
instructed to “speak politely," 
not damage property, return ‘ 
everything they borrow, never to 
hit or swear at black people, and 
“not ill-treat captives." 
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Three main rule* of discipline 
In the BAMM code call for 
members to obey orders in sli 
activities, not to take anything 
from black people, and “turn in 
everything captured from the 
enemy." 

“The enemy" might be 
broadly defined os any person or 
group which stands in the way 
of BAMM’s black revolutionary 
movement, whether the obstacle 
Is part of the white 
establishment or subversive 
forces within the black colony 
itself. 

BAMM members described 
what the called the. 
"kidnapping" of two female 
party members who were beaten 
and raped when BAMM was 
being formed. 

“A nigger playing like a black 
man did it," said M’Sira, 
"Someone with illusions of 
’ grandeur wanting to emphasize 
' .the young dudes were up-tight 
and wanted a fight." 

Recent publicity has brought 
both increased attention from 
the police and the black 
community where BAMM hopes 
more people will become aware 
of the party and join. 

Miami may not be the ideal 
ground for recruiting black 
militants, but M'Sira for one 
likes the city because of its 
physical proximity to Cuba. If it 
comet down to it, he says, Cuba 
*< will serve as a refuge for black 
. political exiles such as Black 
Panther Eld ridge Cleaver. 

' ‘it is a gateway to refuge not 
offered by very many places," 
M'Sira says, “and some of us 
may have to go there as a matter 
• of survival” 


RENT STRIKE 
IN HARLEM, FLA. 

HARLEM, Fla. (LNS>- For . 
years, when the big man with 
the cigar drove up and honked, 
the. tennants in this little 
all-black sugar-harvesting 
community know it was 
rent-paying time. 

Now, in the midst of a rent 
.strike affecting half of ]larlem‘s 

2.000 residents, signs are going 
up telling C. If. Small the rent 
collector: "No rent from this 
house until further discussions 
take place with Harlem Tenants 
Association (HTA).“ 

The HTA was formed when 
the local housing authority 
raised the rents in' T79 old 
wooden buildings in which some 
200 families, probably half of 
them employees of the U*S‘ 
Sugar Corp., live oil or part of 
the year. 

Strikers are protesting a hike 
in rents from between SS.00 and 

512.00 weekly to between $6.00 
and SI 5.00 weekly. The 
difference means a lot to the 
sugar workers. Like the 
grape-workers, who have been 
striking for several years in 
California and Arizona, they, 
never had a union, and are 
generally paid far less than tire 
minimum wage. The 11TA has 
also attacked the U.S. Sugar 
Corp., which owns the shucks. 
The sugar company turned the 
houses over to the local housing 
authority in order to make use 
of federal funds-and to increase 
their rate of profit. 

While the housing authority 
. threatens evictions, striko leaden 
pjan a symbolic "people's 
eviction" of G.1I. Small, who has 
spent the . last 35 yean doing 
nothing but collecting rents.

For information concerning the counterintelligence 
program directed against the Black Panther Party (BPP)y the 
Bureau's attention is directed to Los Angeles letters dated 
12/5/69, 12/26/69, 1/15/70, 2/3/70, and 2/17/70. In 
accordance with Bureau's instructions, the counterintelligence 
operations against the BPP are not being set forth in this 
letter. The next quarterly letter will contain this infor- 
mation in accordance with instructions contained in Bureau 
letter dated 2/27/70, captioned "BLACK PANTHER PARTY, RACIAL 
MATTERS". 

1 . Operations Under Consideration 

The Los Angeles Office continues to follow 
violations of the antiriot and gun control laws by black 
nationalists for possible prosecution of these individuals 
under Federal and State statutes. 

Telephone toll calls of various black nationalist 
leaders are continually reviewed under existing Bureau policy 
to determine what counterintelligence programs might be pieced 
into effect.
